Every Plaintiff 
who puts a Defendant into Jail in execution is required to lodge 
with the keeper of the Jail, or his Deputy, within three days 
after the commitment, Diet money for one month, at the rate 
of one anna and six pie per day and so on for every succeeding 
month, during which he may be detained, and on failure of such 
lodgement, the Defendant is released. 

Kvery Prisoner confined in execution. i« entitled to his dis- 
charge at the expiration of one month from the date of his commit- 
ment, if the Debt and Costs for which he is confined do not ex- 
ceed Sicca Rupees Ten. 

If they exceed I en. and do not exceed Fifty, at the expiration 
of four months. 

If above Fifty, and not exceeding Two Hundred Rupees, 
eight months, and for ail sum;- above Two Hundred Rupees, one

'I he Property of such Defendants however is liable to seizure, 
until the Debt and Co<ts. and the Diet which have been paid 
them while in Jail, is satisfied. 

Summonses are returnable on such days, as +he Commissioner 
shall direct. 

The Court has sat six days in the week, since the 1st Decem- 
ber. 1819. 

The Court sits at 9 o’clock in the morning from the 1st of 
March to the 1st of October, and at 10 o’clock during the re- 
maining part of the year. 

Suitors are prohibited from paying money into the hands of the 
peons or other inferior Officers of the Court, but all money is 
directed to be paid into Court, into the hands of the Chief Officer 
thereof, who alone is authorised to receive it, and to grant a re- 
ceipt to the party paying it. 

Ordered that no person shall pay into Court any sum of money 
either as Costs or in performance of a Decree or Judgement of the 
Court or in compliance with any order of Court or on any other ac- 
count whatever without a Receipt for the same under the ^gnature 
of the Clerk of Court. Should any such payment be made without 
such receipt having been had and obtained the same shall not bo 
deemed or considered as a payment into Court but held as if do such 
payment had ever been made.

7th. — besides the above tax, a voluntary contribution is collect* 
ed according to the same rate, during 6 months of the year, tin* 
der superintendence of the magistrates, to defray the expense of 
watering the road*. 

8th. — The subscriptions for this purpose are collected in ad- 
vance, viz. one moiety on the 1st January, and the remainder on 
the st of pi it. 

9th. — ’ he amount contributed by the inhabitants of each street, 
is applied exclusively to the watering of such Street, and the 
watering commences annually, on the 1st of January, and ter- 
minates on the 3<uh June or at the setting in of the rains.

DEDUCTION FROM SALARIES. 

Government has established the following Rules, in respect to the define- 
ti'n.s in be mane from ttie Salaries of person* wbaeut Iroui their £>«tion*, whether 
on account of bad health, or oh Hcuuuut of tbuir private ull'uirs, likewise oil olhor 
poiutn oonoei trd with ouch absence. 

A deduction of oi>e-si\lb except in the ca»*»s below stated to benutdefnio 
Salaries oi authorized limoi* ments of all Civil Servants compelled to leave ibeir 
siati< ns on arcount ot sickness, timing the whole period of their absence. 

This t iile how vei is not to apply toZillah or City Registers or to other In- 
dividuals whose Allowances inav not exceed oOO Rupees, per mensem. It is not 
intended to make any deduction from tbe Salaries of Civil Seri ants holding euoli 
appointments, when absent fiom their *ta inns on account of bad heal' It. 

In casrti inwbich the Sal-me* or autho’ized Emoluments, of Civil Servants 
ottct-ed l ho si.in stated onder the lotegoing Head only in snob a small degree, that 
a deduction at the rate of one-sixth w<>uld reduce tbe lemaining proportion belour 
bOO Rupees per mensem, it is the intention of Goi ernm^n*, that tbe deducti* 
should nut be onrried to the full extmtof unesixih, Imt meiely so far as will 
leave to the Individual the monthly sum, above nientiuiir d, of Sicca Rupees 500. 

A deduction at the tale of one>sixth to be made from the Salaries or authoriz- 
ed emoluments ot all Civil Servants, stationed within tbe dmsiuns of Bareilly ami 
Benares, or as they aie oiuinarily denominated the Western Provinces who may 
jvitb the sane ion ot Government, be absent iiom their stations on account oi tb«ir 
private aflfairs, during any period not exceeding eight weeks in the »eur. 

A deduction of one-sixth to be made ftom tbe Salaries or authorized Emolu- 
ments of alt Civil Servants stationed in the Lower Provinces, who may wi h the 
sanction of Government, be ab»ent from their stations, on account of their private 
affairs, during anv period not exceeding six weeks in the year. 

A deduction of one third to be made from tbe Salaries or aufchmized Emolu- 
ments pi Civil Servants who may be absent Irom thetr stations, on account of 
tlieir private affairs (and not on account of sickness,) fur periods of time respec- 
tively, exceeding those specified under the two turegoing Heads, numbered ac- 
cording as tbe Bulea contained under these Heads uiay apply to the cases. 

DEPUTATION ALLOWANCE TO CIVIL SERVANTS. 

Peculation allowance is granted to Civil Servants in contirmitv with the orders 
efthe Right Honorable the Governor General in Council dated 1st March 1817, 
when deputed to act at a distancu from their own stations, in anv c pacity. A oer* 
tiffaat.e must he furnished of the date ou which they receive charge, as the allowance 
is not to commence till that period ; and also a certificate on his delivering eves 
charge, (the allowance ceasing op that day.) which must be furnished to Uw Civil 
Auditor, accompanied by the first and last uillswheu cent lor audit.

ter from tile Honorable the Court of Directors; dated the 21st May 1823, he pub- 
lished for general information, and that the Kules prescribed by the Honorable 
Court applicable to ( axes ol Civil Servants absent from their stations on account of 
ill health, do take effect from the 1-st Proximo. 

Extract from a Public General Letter from the Honorable the Court of Ditccton> 
dated the itlst May, 1823. 

V ith the Exceptions hereafter stated a deduction of 1-Htli be made from 
■Fiilai tes and Allowances not exceeding 2,000 Rupees per Mensem, lor one year, 
and ot l-bth tor the next Six Months, after the expiiatiou oi which period the 
Allowance only of a Servant out of employ is in be granted. 

On Salaiftsand Allowances exceeding 2,000 K*. per Mensem 7 -6th for one 
year and l-4th foi (lie next Six Months. Thereafter the Allowance ot a Servant 
out of employ is to be gi anted. 

Hie exceptions above alluded to are those contained in the 8th and 9th 
Clauses of the Regulations established in Marrh 1817, with such modification* as 
m.iy be required by the foregoing rules. 

In the first ot those Clauses it is stated (hat no dcdit< tion is to be made from 
Allowances which do uot exceed 500 Rupees per Mensem, and by the second it 
is provided that in cases in which the Saiaiies or authorized Emoluments of Civil 
Servants exact* 1 500 Rupees per Mensem, only in such a small degiee that 
a deduction ai-the prescribed rate would reduce the remaining prnp 0 rt ion below 
500 Rupees per Mc-nseni, the deduction shall be carried only so far as will leave 
U> the Individual the Monthly sum of 500 Rupees.

REGULATIONS REGARDING DRESS. 

(*. O, C. C. Junk 8, 1821.— The Commander in Chief takes the present 
opportunity io signify bis disapprobation of anv fanciful alteialion being made 
either in the d ess or undress Regimental l uiioiiiis by Commanding Officers, 
end ail such which may have been adopted without the sanction of His Lordship 
thro' ibe Adjutant Geneial, are to be immediately laid aside. — No device or 
•rnament is to be worn on the Strap of the epaulet not anlhnns&ed b* the rules 
issued in General Orders uated ltitli October 1801, which are to be strictly 
attended to, with ibe exception of Officers having the Rank of Colonel by His 
Majesty’s Brevet, who nrc in future to wear a Crown and one Star on eaub 
epaulette, instead oi two blais as dneclrdin the Order ahovementioned. — No Officer 
under the rank of a Field officer is to wear two Epaulets. Officers of Grenadiers 
are to wear suitable Winns as at present in use with Officers of Light Infantry 
The Wings of Gienadier Officers are to be with Scales instead of Chains, and to 
have a band grem»de on each. 

Regimen al Officers of all Ranks are reminded that, thongli Cocked Hats are 
permitted to be worn with the full dress,— long Coats, Breeches, blockings, and 
Shoes —it is improperly adopted by them with tbeir Field Uniforms, and i» i.iri<. tiy 
forbidden, as well as tbe Foraging Cap in which some Olhrers make their ap- 
pearance in the Evening, On such occasions ibe Regimental Cbako is in* only 
allowable Head-dress. 

G. O. C. C. March 18,1822. The Commander in Chief is pleased to notify 
to tbo Army, that tin* Coats for the year 1823, due on tbe 1st January lb24, will 
he made with the distinctive facings of each Regiment. 

This eat ly intimation is given lor tbe information of tbe European Officers,

G. O. C. C. April 8, 1822. Several instances of a wide deviation from the 
Regulations in fo»ce respecting unifoimity in Dress having been lately brought to 
the Commander in Chief's noiice. His Lordship finds it necessary to call the (it* 
tentioo of Officers Commanding Divisions, Stations, and Corps, to the existing 
Orders on tlii* Mihject ; and to desire that they will S'-e them obeyed b* all armor 
their Command. It must be kept in mind that no inferior authority is competent 
to sanction any departure from the Rules laid down by the Commander in Chief in 
General Orders*, and no Article of Dress or Equipment ought <o be adopted, 
or altered, in any Corps, without His Excellency’s suthority being previously 
obtained. 

2. His Lordship desires to take this opportunity of explaining some points 
relative to the Orders regarding Dre«*s, which appear not to be clearly understood.* 
and to add one or two Regulations which are warning. 

3. The Kegulations legardinc Military Dress and appearance were never 
intended to apply to Officers when engaged in hiel i Sports, or in active recreations, 
(such as Fives or Cricket ;) but those who go ont for Morning exercise about the 
Maiion, are exceeded always to appear in a Military Uniform. The Regnlatiu* 
Undress Jacket and Can (with a Great Goat when the weather requires it ) famish a 
D ress which is perfectly convenient, and well adapted fur such occasions. 

4. On visits of Ceremony, and on other public occasions where Officers (not 
on Dut\)are expected to appear in mil Uniform, the Sword may, at the option of 
the Oflicer.be worn under the Coat, attached to a Waist Belt of narrow whito 
silk . without any plate. The Coat may be worn open; aud the Sash is dispensed 
with. 

5. The Commander in Chief ia disposed to nllow every reasonable indulgence 
on account of the Climate — During the Hot Season therefore, His Excellency does 
not require tli-t Officers who are not oo dutv, shall wear their Regimentals during 
the forenoon, e*cept on occasions of Ceremony ; but on iho i-thei hand, he expects 
that no person shall go abroad m the Evening without being properly d teased in hit 
Uniform. Loose Tiowers or Overalls witb Ancle Boots have been permitted as an 
Undress, hut on all occasions of Dress or Ceremony, tight Panmloons (ot White 
Kerne* mere, Web, or Cotton, according to the Season) and half Boots are to bo 
worn. 

6. Uniform great Coats are authorised to be worn by Officers on the Line of 
march, on Onl-Posts, and on all duties of fatigne. Those fur the Infantry to he of 
Regulation Grey, and similar to those worn by Officers of His Majesty's Kegimentt 
•f Foot ; Cavalry and Staff Officers to wear blue great Coats, similar to those worn 
by Officers of Dragoons and by Staff Officers in His Majesty’s Service.— The Officers 
mi Artillery are also to wear Uniform Blue great Coats. No alterations in th- pat- 
terns now anoiiied is to lake place without anthority from Head-Quarters *, and 
After the 1st of October next, no Pelisses or Cloaks, or any other '‘but the Reg a*, 
lotion great Coot new prescribed if to bo worn by Officers on the Liao of March 
or on duty.

Prohibition. The Cadet must not join the Seminary with a greater aunt 
than one guinea, and a further supply fiom any of bis relations during the term may 
subject hint to dismission from the Seminary.

At the * lose ot every vacation, the ead“t most apply at the Cadet Office at the 
Past India Mouse for an order (oi his rc-adrnisoion, and all sums tlicndu** to the 
Company must be paid up. '1 bis order will express that he is ■ nlv to l»c te-iidmir- 
ted upon Ins returning with the same number of hooks and instruments which ho 
took home with him, and that his linen he put into proper repair. 

As the parents or iiiends of many of the cadets reside in Scotland, Ireland, or 
other uistant parts and cannot have the ca«te s under their control during the va- 
cations, arrangements have been made for the continuance of such cimcts at tho 
Scminarv ; and also of snrh other ca<iets as may he desirous of devoting their holidats 
to the advancement ol their education. 

Thu expense attending the hoard and lodging of the cadets during the vacation 
will be cha’ged to their relations or friends, at the rate of two shillings aud 
sixpence per uiem.

Provided always, that 
if a fair disclosuie ol <mv cot runt transaction or practice, of the nature before des- 
cribed, wherein any Director ha*. *>eeu concerned, shall be voluntarily made by the 
party or parties engaged in t lie same with such Director, the appoiutment thereby 
procured shall bo continued hi the Court.

SUPERINTENDENT OF CADETS. 

To obviate as far as practicable, the extreme inconvenience to which cadets 
are liable, on their first arrival in India, from incut ring exorbitant ex pence* at 
Taverns, to wbich they generally lefer, before any at rangeuieul cun lie made for 
tneir occupviug quaiiers in Fort William, an Oflioer 1ms been appointed auder 
the immediate orders of the Town Major, to receive charge ol ail cadets arriving 
from England and retain command of them, until thev proceed, under Older s from 
His Excellency the Command ru m Chit f, to join a Regiment, 

It is the special duty of this Officer to supply Cadets with Servants ; to seo that 
they are settled in Quaiters; ami generally, to protect them front vbe exioitiou and 
impositions of Native Agents. 

On the arrival of a vessel from Engluud, this Officer wil immediately he 
apprised of it ; and of the number of cadeis on board, if any, iu order that suitable 
arrangements may be made tor their reception 

The Superintending Officer dines daily with the Cudets, and Breakfasts witb 
them, at least twice a week, for the purpose of keeping up that perfect regularity so 
essential to Mess Institutions ; and in order to enable him to assist the Gentlemen 
cadets in procuring servants, and such articles as may be necessary for their 
immediate comfort, the Presidency Pay Master is authorised to advance Two 
Hundred Rupees on aco»u»t of cacb cadet, on the receipt of the Superintending 
Officer accompanied by a Certificate of arrival from the Town Major,— this advance 
to he separately accounted for to each Individual, and any balance remaining, to he 
finally made over on his quitting the Ales*, the total advauee being ultimately de« 
ducted in Munthly instalments of 50 Rupees by tho Fay Master of the Division, 
within whose c&rclo the Corps to wbich oadets are attached, may be respectively 
situated. 

The above arrangement being made with tbe sole view of assisting oadets 
on their first arrival in India, it will be entirely optional witb them to avail them- 
selves of it; and it is hereby intimated, that those who may have friends iu Cal- 
cutta,, are not required to join tbe Mess in Fort William.

Regulations respecting Military and ather Officers retiring from the Company's 

Service . 

Everv officer after twentv two years aotual service in Indie, i« allowed to rotiru 
With iliepav ofilie rank lo which be has Hit slued ; but such pay is to be the same 
only ns that alio wed to nffirem; snfuiitry. 

A member of (be Medical Board, who bas been in that stBtioe rot less than 
two years, and not leas than i wenty years in India, including ti*ree years tor one 
furlough, is permitted to retire from the service, and allowed ^&00 per annum. 

A surgeon of general hospital, or superintending surgeon, who has been in that 
station noi leas then iwn tern, and wtinse period of service has been not le«a than 
twenty years, including three yeitrs lor one furlough, as above, is permitted to retire 
from ti>e service, and xllowed ,£300 per annum. 

All other Bin neons and assihtimt surgeons attached to the military, are permit- 
ted to retire from the seriioe «Ai the pay of their rank, after having served 
sevcoteeu vear* in India. 

An assistant surgeon, after the said period of service, who aball not have 
attained the station of bead surgeon, is allowed to rctiie ou a pension of £ 50 per 
annum. 

A chaplain after eighteen years service in India, ( ten of which at a military 
station,) iuolndiug three years for ouefutough, is allowed to retire with the pay of 
tamjur. 

A chaplain having served ten years in India, whose constitution will not 
•dmit of Ins combining in the servioe, may retire on the half pay of major; after 
seven jests, on ilie half pay of captain. 

A commissary or deputy commissary of erdnanoe, not being a commission nd 
officer, ia allowed to retire on full p*y, il he has served twenty -seven years in India, 
of which twelve roust have been in the ordnance department ; twenty five tears’ 
fourteen of which in (hat department; or twenty-two years, seventeen years of which 
in the ordnance department. 

A conductor of ordnanoe is allowed to retire on £60 per annum after twooty • 
five years actual servioe in India. ' 

Every lieoteiiant-colonel, major, or captaie is allowed to retire with the

Every officer returning on furlough, aud wishing to retire from thesereioo* 
mnst m*ko a deolamtion to that effect, within twelve months after bis arrival in 
ft ii: laud; and in om** of Iiis neglecting so to do. he must at the expiration of bio 
furlough, either ietarn to lnoia, or be held to have ntliiiquishad the service, and 
not be entitled to retirn o * pay, onlr*ss he lias runtinued t«» serve in India, from 
Ins fii-ht arrival for the space ol twenty two years without having a f» irlougb ; ia 
that on sa he isiillowen two years beiorebe shall he called upon to signity bis in* 
teutiofi of retiring, hut we can «*n|y be allowed the nay of tho rank bo held at tbo 
expiration of twelve months from his arrival in huropii.

Whereas it has been deemed expedient m order to facilitate the commerce 
of the Port of Chittagong and especially to piovide tor me assistance ami relief 
ml ships ami vessels driven by sires* of weather on ihe Chittagong roost and 
endeavouring to find shelter m the P«il.f Chittagong, to pUcr Buoys at the 
Month of the Channel, leading into i lie smd Poll, and io appoint a Ilai hour Mas- 
ter at that place with a suitable Establishment ; the follow ing li tiles have been 
sanctioned by His Kxcellency ihe Most Noble the Governor Central in Council, 
tv be hi force from ibis date. 

1. TUc Commanders of all Ships and Vessels arriving off the evast of Chit-
